Fight for 
Conservatorship 
Over Her Son 
Hits a Snag 


On Jan. 29 Cher appeared in a Los 
Angeles court remotely, as a judge 
denied her request for a temporary emer- 
gency conservatorship over her son Elijah 
Blue Allman, 47. Lawyers for 
Cher, 77, who appeared dis- 
traught, spoke about her concern 
for Allman's health and safety. 
According to her attorneys, Cher 
"feared that her son would not be 
alive within the year" and refer- 
enced his treatment for schizo- 
affective disorder, revealing that 
he was placed in several 5150 
holds within the past year. 
They also said they were 
working on receiving a bipolar "HN 
diagnosis for Allman from a 
leading physician. *Cher was 
told by doctors that if she 
did not take this step as 
his mother, then he will 
once again end up on 
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the street,” her lawyers said in court. 

The judge said there was not “sufficient 
evidence" to agree to the temporary 
conservatorship, since much of what they 
were arguing was based on “fears” and 
“hypotheticals.” The next hearing is 
scheduled for March 6. 

Cher originally filed in a Los Angeles 
Superior Court in early January, seeking to 
bethe sole conservator of her son's estate. 
She claimed that he is “substan- 
tially unable to manage his finan- 
cial resources" due to "severe 
mental health and substance 
abuse issues." Meanwhile 
Allman, who was recently 
granted a dismissal of his petition 
to divorce his wife, Marieangela 
King, maintained in a Jan. 22 
filing that he is sober and does not 
need his mother's help. The 
*Believe" singer also claimed that 
Kingis not fit to be his conserva- 

tor because “their tumultuous 
relationship has been 
marked by acycle of drug 
addiction and mental 
health crises."

Broadway Legend 
Chita Rivera Dies at 91 


An electric presence in the original Broadway pro- 
ductions of West Side Story, Bye Bye Birdie and Chi- 
cago, Chita Rivera had theatrical verve—what's 
referred to in Chicago as “the old razzle dazzle"—in 
every nerve of her body. “When I’m onstage,” she 
told the Harvard Business Review, “everybody in 
the audience maybe applauding, but if one person 
is sitting on their hands, that’s who will catch my 
eye, and I'll feel I’ve got to win them over.” 

She always succeeded. The two-time Tony 
winner, who died at age 91 on Jan. 30, was a 
one-of-a-kind singer-actress-dancer—an ear- 
ly review described her sex appeal as “flam- 
mable” and her showstopping kicks as “gyro- 
scopic.” Ina career that lasted more than six 
decades, she was “an all-time great” and the 
epitome of American “grace and grit,” said 
President Joe Biden. A Broadway legend, she 
inspired other legends in turn, from Hamilton’s 
Lin-Manuel Miranda, who saluted the Latina 
star as a “trailblazer,” to Liza Minnelli, who was

“It changed my 
life,” Minnelli told People in 1994, when she was 
starring with Rivera in The Rink. “I said: “That's 
what I want to do.” 

Rivera—born Dolores Conchita Figueroa del 
Rivero Montestuco Florentina Carnemacaral del 
Fuente—grew up in Washington, D.C. Her Puerto 
Rican father, Pedro, died when she was 7, leaving 
her mother, Katherine, a government employee, 
to raise five children. It was Katherine who set 
Rivera on her path, putting her in ballet school at 
age 9: “Td been jumping on our coffee table and 
broke it. She wanted to channel my energy.” 

Rivera thrived on pointe, but the musical the- 
ater was where she really felt at home. In 1957 she 
became a star as tough, tempestuous Anita in West 
Side Story. (She also became a mother with then 
husband Tony Mordente, one of the Jets: Daugh- 
ter Lisa Mordente was born a year into the show’s 
run.) She went on to appear on Broadway 18 times 
in all and toured endlessly. “You don’t want to 
get roots,” she told the Los Angeles Times. “They 
pull you down.” 

Rivera wasn’t always thrilled to see Hollywood 
stars take on her signature roles in movie adap- 
tations— Rita Moreno in 1961’s West Side Story, 
Janet Leigh in 1963’s Birdie, Catherine Zeta- 
Zones in 2002’s Chicago. She got over it: “You 
have to laugh,” she wrote in her 2023 memoir 
Chita. Although she admitted that when she first 

saw Moreno’s Anita, she thought: “How dare she!”

During the six decades he’s spent in front of the 
camera, Robert De Niro has earned a reputation 
for playing no-nonsense tough guys to perfection. 
He’s been magnetically menacing in films from 
Mean Streets and Taxi Driver to his most recent 
chilling turn in Killers of the Flower Moon (earn- 
ing him his ninth Oscar nomination). In person, 
De Niro is thoughtful and funny as he talks about 
his career and family, but he’s decidedly no- 
nonsense too. He’ll answer a question with one 
wry word, and he’s not shy about making a wise- 
crack to shut down a query. “If it’s a therapy ses- 
sion, that’s one thing,” he says by way of avoiding 
a follow-up about his childhood during a January 
interview at the Greenwich Hotel, where he has 
offices in New York City. “This is not.” 

Analyze this? Nope. De Niro’s not looking in the 
rearview mirror because he has his eyes fixed on 
the road ahead. “As things come, you don’t expect 
them,” he says. “You got to be ready. I’m ready to 
take whatever life gives me.” That philosophy has 
sustained his storied career, which includes two 
Oscar wins (for The Godfather Part II and Raging 
Bull), 10 feature films with friend and director 
Martin Scorsese and dozens of films that show- 
case his dramatic and comedic range, from Good- 
fellas to Meet the Parents. (Twenty-four years 
later, fans still approach him to quote his famous 
taunt to Ben Stiller, “I will bring you down, baby. 
I will bring you down to Chinatown.”) 

At 80, De Niroisn't slowing down anytime soon. 
In between sips of chamomile tea, he talks about 
the future, particularly his desire to continue 
working—“I enjoy it,” he says—and savor more

De Niro was on the set of his upcoming Net- 
flix series Zero Day, a political thriller he's also 
executive-producing, when he heard the news of 
his latest nod.

Did he savor the 
moment and pop some champagne? “No.” 

“The chance of winning is so... youcan’t think 
about it,” he explains. “The fact that you’ve got 
nominated, that’s great.” While he’s modest about 
himself, he’s fervently rooting for Gladstone to 
take home the trophy for Best Actress. “It’s right 
for her; I'm hoping that'll happen,” he says. He's 
also disappointed that costar Leonardo DiCaprio 
was left off the Best Actor list.

THE 75-YEAR-OLD MONARCH RECEIVES A CANCER 


DIAGNOSIS LESS THAN ONE YEAR INTO HIS REIGN—BUT 
THE PALACE OFFERS SCANT DETAILS ON HIS CONDITION. 


AS HE PAUSES PUBLIC DUTIES, HOW THE KING'S 
FRACTURED FAMILY IS RALLYING AROUND HIM

On Feb. 4 the royal family used their 
social media to highlight World Cancer 
Day, showing photos of Queen Camilla 
ata new cancer support center in the 
UK. That same morning King Charles, 
75,accompanied by Camilla, 76, attend- 
ed a morning service at St. Mary Mag- 
dalene Church, near their country 
retreat in Sandringham. The monarch, 
still recovering from his Jan. 26 oper- 
ation for a benign enlarged prostate, 
cheerfully waved to well-wishers, offer- 
ingnohintoftheimpending announce- 
ment that would shake the world just a 
day later: Charles has cancer, the palace 


revealed in a 138-word statement that 
concluded, *His Majesty has chosen to 
share his diagnosis to prevent specula- 
tionandinthehope it mayassist public 
understanding for all those around the 
world who are affected by cancer.” 
Although the statement offered few 
details, the palace did reveal that when 
Charles underwent his prostate proce- 
dure, a separate issue of concern was 
detected, and “subsequent diagnostic 
tests have revealed the presence of a 
form of cancer.” (The type of cancer 
has not been disclosed, in keeping with 
the palace’s tight-lipped approach to

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medical conditions, but it is not prostate cancer, 
a spokesman confirmed.)

The King has begun *regular treatments" and 
will postpone public duties, the palace statement 
added, noting that Charles “remains wholly pos- 
itive about his treatment and looks forward to 
returning to full public duty as soon as possible." 

Those close to the family were taken aback by 
the announcement. “I was really shocked when 
I heard it,” says a palace insider. Adds a source 
who knows him: *He has not looked himself. I 
put it down to grief—he'd had two deaths close 
together [his mother, Queen Elizabeth, in Sep- 
tember 2022 and his father, Prince Philip, in 
April 2021]—but maybe he wasn't well, without 
realizing so. It would take it out of him."

The news comes just nine months into Charles's 
reign and only 17 months afterthe death of Queen 
Elizabeth atage 96. Italso marksa particularly dif- 
ficult start to the New Year for the royal family: On 
Jan. 16 Princess Kate, 42, underwent a 13-day hos- 
pitalization for abdominal surgery—prompting 
Prince William’s temporary withdrawal from 
public duty to care for Kate and the couple’s three 
children, Prince George, 10, Princess Charlotte, 8, 
and Prince Louis, 5. The potential for increased 
responsibilities for Charles’s son and heir Wil- 
liam, 41, once again highlighted the royal family’s 
thinned ranks since the departure of his younger 
son Prince Harry, 39, and the removal of Charles’s 
scandal-plagued brother Prince Andrew, 63. 

But the news also sparked signs of unity ina 
family whose public fractures have played out on 
the world stage, most recently at the tense funer- 
al for Queen Elizabeth in 2022. Harry was seen

arriving at the airport 
in Los Angeles on Feb. 5, 
rushing back home to 
be at his father’s side, 
while Meghan, Duch- 
ess of Sussex, and their 
children Prince Archie, 4, and Princess Lilibet, 2, 
remained home in Montecito, Calif. It would be 
the first time father and son have seen each other 
face-to-face since the King’s coronation in May 
2023. “That is good,” says a source close to the 
royal household. “Hopefully [Harry] will bring the 
grandchildren at some point too, as that would be 
lovely for all of them.” 

Aroyal source says William is in regular contact 
with his father, who returned from Sandringham 
to his London home Clarence House on Feb. 5 
to commence treatment as an outpatient. As 
Charles steps back from public engagements and 
Kate continues her monthslong recuperation, it’s 
up to William (along with Camilla) to be the face 
of the monarchy. “It is hard with Kate being ill as 
well, but he will step up,” says a source close to the 
royal household. 

Although William may undertake some duties 
on behalf of his father, there are currently no 
plans to appoint counselors of state to act on King 
Charles’s behalf. “He wouldn’t want to put that 
pressure on William,” says the source. “He has 
always wanted to save his children from having that 
pressure too early, and that will remain. Particu- 
larly as William has other priorities [with Kate].” 

Charles will continue to receive his “red boxes,” 
the monarch’s daily delivery of official files, and 
process state documents during his treatment.

It is also expected that the King will maintain 
his weekly audience with Prime Minister Rishi 
Sunak, with appropriate adjustments made if his 
doctors advise minimizing in-person contact. 
“Yes, he’s going to step back from public duties 
for a considerable time, but there will be plenty 
of work for him—it just won't necessarily be ina 
room with hundreds of people,” says Hardman. 
Adds the palace insider: ^He will want to get on 
with the job. But that will depend on what treat- 
ment he is having. It may be utterly draining on 
him. He will need alot of support." 

One of his main lifelines will be his wife of 18 
years, Camilla. “She is his strength and stay, like 
[Prince Philip] was for the late Queen,” says the 
palace insider. “She will be great. She will rally 
him, she will buoy him. She is amazing. She equips 
him to do the job he has to do.” 


Looking to the past, Hardman notes that Charles 
faced a gunman (unbeknownst to him or his secu- 
rity, armed with blank bullets) in Sydney in 1994, 
along with bomb threats during his investiture as 
Prince of Wales in 1969. “He’s a fighter and has an 
inner steel,” Hardman says. ^He's philosophical and

The decision to separate after 17 

years of marriage wasn’t one Julie 
Shore and Scott Gaede came to light- 
ly. They share two daughters, Rachel 
and Caroline, and worried about the 
impact the split would have on them. 
“[But] problems were left unsolved and 
stacked on top of one another,” recalls 
Shore, 54. “Until one day, it broke.” 

The couple finalized their divorce in 
2018, living separate lives and dating 
other people, until an unconventional 
bit of pandemic quarantining and some 
well-intentioned scheming by their kids 
brought them back together. “Scott would 
visit [frequently], and that’s what brought 
him back into my world,” says Shore. 

“Caroline and I realized it sooner than 
they did,” says Rachel, 24, of her parents’ 
reemerging spark.

Carl Weathers learned early on to roll 
with the punches. The former pro line- 
backer was auditioning for what would 
become his big break in Hollywood, as 
Apollo Creed, the nemesis of Sylves- 
ter Stallone’s prizefighter in 1976’s 
Rocky. Told he'd be reading with the 
film's screenwriter, Weathers didn't 
know Stallone was both writer and 
star.

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Leaving for work around 6:30 a.m. on a chilly fall 
morning in 2012, Omaha auto repair shop man- 
ager Dave Kroupa said goodbye to Cari Farver, a 
single mother he had been dating for two weeks. 
Farver, who planned to head to work at a telecom- 
munications company, had made it clear that she 
wasn't looking for a serious relationship. So later 
that morning when Kroupa received a text mes- 
sage from her—“Do you want to move in togeth- 
er now?"—it came as a puzzling surprise. “I was 
like, ‘What the hell?’” recalls Kroupa, 47, who was 
busy at work and wrote a dismissive reply. That 
apparently uncorked a well of anger in Farver,

In early 2012 Kroupa moved from Wisconsin to 
Nebraska after getting out of a long-term rela- 
tionship and decided to give online dating a try. 
Within days he met Golyar, a housekeeper who 
was also recently single and the mother of two 
children close in age to Kroupa’s. They dated on 
and off for about six months, Kroupa says, until 
Cari Farver, a customer at the garage where he

“All morning my text messages were pinging, 
pinging, pinging, and it's all this nasty stuff,” says 
Kroupa, who was annoyed but also relieved to 
have discovered so quickly that Farver—whom 
he would never see again—was not the woman 
for him. “I’m thinking, ‘Wow, I dodged a bullet.” 

But nothing could have been further from the 
truth. Over the next four years Kroupa became 
the target of a campaign of terror. He received 
more than 18,000 intimidating emails and some 
50,000 texts from accounts associated with 
Farver. He also was deluged with phone calls 
and threats against his on-again, off-again lover 
Shanna “Liz” Golyar as well as his former part- 
ner Amy Flora and the two children they share. 
The harassment resulted in vandalism, burglary, 
arson—and a murder. Kroupa moved out of state 
and changed his phone number and email ad-

worked, accepted his invitation to have a drink 
with him. “There was definitely a spark there,” 
says Kroupa. But the night of their first date, as 
Kroupa and Farver made their way back to his 
apartment after drinks, Farver passed Golyar, 
who had stopped by Kroupa's place unexpectedly, 
as she was leaving the apartment. 

That encounter would radically change the 
course of three lives. Farver was reported missing 
to police by her family, having vanished without a 
trace, leaving her bank accounts untouched and 
her teenage son Max in her mother's care. But 
Farver's harassment campaign against Kroupa 
continued—resulting in thousands of hang-up 
calls to his work and home. Soon Golyar, whom 
Kroupa continued to date, was also receiving 
frightening messages. “We'd be hanging out ona 
Saturday, and both of our emails would start blow- 
ing up at the same time,” says Kroupa. 

Eventually those threats of violence turned

In late 2012 someone claiming to be Farver 
began vandalizing cars and property owned by 
Kroupa and Golyar, and in 2013 Golyar’s house 
was burned down, killing her pet dogs, a cat and 
asnake. Frightened for his safety, Kroupa, whose 
apartment had been mysteriously burgled that 
year, moved away for a fresh start in a new city, 
but after he posted his photo on a dating website, 
his tormentor found him, and the harassment 
continued. Police were unable to pinpoint the

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source of the messages, despite the fact that the 
texts made it clear the person sending them was 
often within sight of Kroupa, Golyar, his former 
partner Flora and their two children. Kroupa 
believed the case had gone cold—but the dan- 
gerous behavior escalated. In 2015 Golyar re- 
ported to police she had been shot in the leg by 
the stalker—whom she now identified as Flora. 

Meanwhile, a new team of detectives at Pot- 
tawattamie County Sheriff’s Office had reopened 
the case and now had reasons to doubt Golyar’s 
claims. Taking a fresh look at emails and texts 
seemingly sent by Farver, a digital forensic special- 
ist traced thousands of the messages to a single IP 
address linked to a surprising source: Liz Golyar. 
Armed with a slew of search warrants, investiga- 
tors found communications software that allowed 
herto mask her identity and to schedule texts and 
emails in advance in an effort to impersonate Far- 
ver. Even more troubling was the grisly evidence 
they unearthed (see box) pointing to Golyar's 
involvement in the sudden disappearance—and 
murder—of Farver, her romantic rival. 

Detectives told Kroupa that Golyar was re- 
sponsible for the years of harassment and for 
murdering Farver. Her body was never found, 
but authorities believe Farver was killed within 
days of the 2012 fateful encounter in Kroupa's 
apartment building. “Up till then, every time 
Cari's name came up I wanted to throw up,” says 
Kroupa. “Then to learn that she’s not only not at 
fault, but she's been murdered? And Liz, the per- 
son who I leaned on, was responsible for killing 
Cari? It's still hard to even process." 

Golyar was convicted of murder and arson at 
trial in 2017 and sentenced to life without pa- 
role. According to Kroupa's current girlfriend 
Margie Hover, who lives with him in Nebraska, 
itwasonly onarecenttrip to California that she 
noticed Kroupa was finally able to relax. “He said, 
‘I don't have to be looking over my shoulder, ” 
she says. Still, Kroupa closely guards his phone 
number and email address. “I don’t mind watch-
